MOVE OF ADMINISTRATION SENATORS 


To Secure Ratification of the Treaty. 
Senator Morgan Says Canal 
Bill Will Pass or Mc- 
Kinley Will Be 
Defeated.

Washington, May § 7.—(Special.)—The 
friends. of the Nicaragua cana! bill have 
been given to understand that they can 
secure the passage of that measure by the 
senate on one condition. ‘This is, that 
they join with the administration leaders 
and secure the ratification of the amend- 
ed Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 

The determination of the administration 
to make this effort in behalf of the treaty 
developed during the meeting of the sen- 
ate committee on inter-oceanic canals 
this morning. There was no open decla- 
ration to thie effect, it is true, but that is 
the understanding. 

This revival of the treaty took every- 
body by surprise, for after the action of the 
secretary of state in arranging for the 
extension of the time within which ratl- 
fication may be exchanged, it was taken 
for granted that the treaty had been 
abandoned for this session. It seems, 
showever, that leading administration sen- 
ators, some of them honestly in favor of 
the canal bill, and some of them opposed 
to it, have determined that the time is 
opportune for another effort in behalf of 
the treaty, and they are bending their Iin- 
terest to this end. 


That the lines have been drawn with | 
the president, the secretary of state and | 


the entire administration influénces back

- that the effort to link the two proposi- 
fons together does not at all please the 
leading canal advocates, was demonstrat- 
ed by some very blunt words which Sen- 
ator Morgan, chairman of the committee 
is said to have used. 

‘We will pass the canal bill at 
this session or defeat Mr. McKinley 
for the presidency, on account of the 
failure to do so,” said Senator Mor- 


gan. 

The whole responsibility for falflure to 
secure action would, he went on to Say, 
belong to the administration. 

Senator Morgan is one of those who 
greatly deprecates the effort to use the 
canal bill as a club with which to carive 
senators into line in upport of ‘he Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, although he himself 
would vote for the treaty.

It was at the caucus of the general 
council held yesterday at noon in the city 
hall that the action faken yesterday af- 
ternoon was decided upon. 

The action was unanimous with the ex- 
ception of the opposition of Dr. Longino, 
councilman from the seventh ward,- who 
annecunced that he would vote against 
the resolution when the matter arose in 
council. Because of the unanimity of 
sentiment at the meeting there were no 
lively speeches made. The occasion was 
more one of solemnity and through the 
windows looking into the council chamber 
it could be seen that the members of coun- 
cil were in earnest in what they said 
and did. There was little surprise when 
those barred from the meeting were told 
what the action had been. 

When the charges made by Dr. Brough- 
ton, as given in The Constitution yester- 
day morning, were read by members of 
council a caucus was at once decided upon 
and during the morning the city fathers 
were notified to meet at noon tn the coun- 
cil chamber. 

As was to be expected, many outsiders 
had also heard of the intended caucus 
and there was no scarcity of auditors 
when Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson rapped 
for order. All except members of ccuncil 
were invited to leave the room, and the 
doors were securely fastened behind them.

Sioux Falls, S. D., May 7.—The delo- 
gates to the people’s party convention 
who have already arrived spent the after 
noon in informal conference and in visit- 
ing the tent in which the convention is to 
be held. This enormous tent can seat 
8,000 or 10,000 people and it is rapidly be- 
ing put in shape. The streets are liberal- 
ly decorated and on every hand there are 
evidences of the city’s welcome to the 
visitors. 

The convention will be called to order 
Wednesday at o’clock by National Chair- 
man Butler. He will make a brief speech, 
after which prayer will be offered by 
some ‘ocal minister not yet selected. An 
address of welcome will be made by 
either Senator Pettigrew or Governor Lee. 
A temporary chairman wiil then be 
named and after appointment of commit- 
tees the convention will adjourn until 
Thursday. 

For temporary chairman Governor 
Rodgers, of Washington, wag chosen, but 
he announced today that he was unable 
to attend. This makes another selection 
necessary. Among the delegates who 
have arrived are Senators Butler, Allen 
and Pettigrew, Congressman Sutherland, 
Captain Rynder and Mr, Olds, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Mr. McGavock, of Virginia: Mr. 
Boyd, of North Caroiina, and Mr. Shibley, 
of New York. Senator Heitfeld, of Idaho, 
is expected tomorrow. 

The principal talk today has been about 
the policy to be pursued in the selection 
of a vice presidential candidate. By those 
already present there is manifested quite 
a noticeable friendship for Hon. Charles 
A. Towne, the silver republican leader of 
Minnesota, but there are some who con- 
tend that the honor should go to a popu- 
list. 

Senator Butler is among those who are 
believed to favor Mr. Towne. In an in- 
terview he said:

Investigation Shows an Embezzlement 
Amounting to $36,000. 


ONE ARREST HAS BEEN MADE 


Former Chief of Finance Division Is

Havana, May 7.—The United States 
transport Ingalls left here last night, 
having on board Colonel Burton, the in- 
spectcr general, who is going to Fortress 
Monroe with orders to proceed direct to 
Washington. This is due to discoveries 
nade in connection with hia inspection of 
the posta] affairs at Havana, which re- 
sulted in the arrest at Rochester, N. Y., 
on Saturday of Charles F. Neely, former 
chief of the finance division of the post- 
office department jn Cuba, on the charge 
of embezzling $36,000 from the government. 
Neely’s arrest may result in additional 
arrests here very soon. 

The papers asking for Neely’s extradi- 
tion left for the United States this after- 
noon. It is understood that the Fidelity 
Deposit Company of Maryland is on his 
bond for $30,000. The announcement of the 
arrest gave the first public intimation 
that alleged frauds had been discovered 
in the postal department. Colonel Bur- 
ton has been investigating for ten days 
and he found matters in guch a serious 
condition that he decided to make an im- 
mediate persona] report on the subject to 
the Washington authorities. 

It ig asserted on reliable authority that 


since July of jast year the government 


has been defrauded monthly of more than 
$12,990 on stamped paper alone. The cul- 
prit or culprits are believed tg have re- 
ceived $28,000 and to have accounted for 
only $16,000. During the last four months 
it is said that Neely’s shortage in the 
aggregate has not fallen below $36,000 and 
that prior to the beginning of this year 
the average was much higher. 

For a long time Neely lived extrava- 
gantly. Auditors Reeves and Reynolds 
have been temporarily suspended. Major 
Rathbone, director of posts, sat speclal 
agents at work investigating the matter 
when first it was called to his attention 
some weeks ago. These agents reported 
April 23d that the accounts were correct.

There ts, however, 
but little interest manifested in Wash- 
ington in either the fusion gathering at 
Sioux.Falls or the middle-of-the-road 
pow-wow at Cincinnati, for the reason 
that the element of doubt as to their pro- 
ceedings has been in a large measure elim- 
inated. Of course, there is the possibility 
of a clash at the South Dakota n.ctropo- 
lis over putting out a. vice presidential 
candidate, and nobody can ray for cer- 
tain whether Wharton Barker’s former 
nomfnation will be ratified at C:incirnati 
or sume other of the long-whiskered 
brethren will be given the empty henor, 
but tne effect of whatever cach convyen- 
tion may do has been discounted. 

If the Sioux Falls convention places 
anybody in nomination for the vice presi- 
dency it will be some man—presumably 
Towne, of Minnesota—who will get out of 
the way if the democrats at Kansas City 
say he must. And as for ihe Cincinnati 
crowd, it does not need the presence of 
Secretary Dick, of the republican com- 
mittee to demonstrate that Hanna is the 
real power behind the throne there, The 
middle-of-the-roaders are playing <on- 
sistently into the hands of the republicans 
by their existence as a party and it makes 
no difference at all whom they nominate— 
the political result will be the same.

Inter Ocean Is Given Decree Against 
Associated Press. 

Chicago, May 7.—Judge Dunne, of the 
circuit court, today entered a final decree 
in the suit of the Inter Ocean Publishing 
Company against the Associated Press. 
The court grants the complainant the 
restoration of the service of the Asso- 
clated Press and removes the ban of sus- 
pension under the by-law of the Asso-

Washington, May 7.—At today’s session 
of the senate Mr. Teller, of Colorado, de- 
ivered a speech in which he strongly 
urged the senate to extend its sympathy 
to the Boers in their contest with Greal 
Britain. He devoted himself to a discus- 
sion of his the adoption of 
which, he maintained, could not be con- 
sidered by the British government as an 
unfriendly act. During the remainder of 
he session the senate had under con- 
ration the naval appropriation bill.

Mr: Teller, of Colorado, then called from 
the table his resolution expressing sym- 
pathy for the Boers and addressed the 
Senate. 

Mr. Teller called attention to the fact 
that his resolution was a paraphr of 
the Cuban plank of the republican 
national platform in 189% He found a 
precedent for it in the resolution offered 
in the house of representatives by Mr. 
Clay, of Kentucky, in 1831 in the interest 
of the South American republics and in 
many subsequent resolutions of a similar 
character. He said it was argued that 
the Boers were not struggling for liber 
but were simply in rebellion against ee 
British empire, which claimed dominion 
over them. He regarded this as a beg- 
ging of the question unworthy of serious 
consideration. He maintained that Great 
Britain had no jurisdiction for the claims 
it made upon the Boers and the South 
African republics. Mr. Teller paid a high 
tribute to the Boers as a people, denom!i- 
nating them a “kindly, brave, wise 
and Christian people.” 

“We ought,’’ sad Mr. Teller, ‘‘to declare 
our sympathy for the Boers. I have said 
nothing against the government of Great 
Britain, and I do not intend to, except to 
sav lI think the best sentiment of. Great 
Britain and the United States is against 
this war. I believe that if the great and 
noble woman who presides over England 
had had her way there would have been 
no war.”

GENERAL PENSION LAWS AMENDED 


Recommendations of the G. A. R. 
Are Enacted Into Laws

Washington, May 7.—This was suspen- 
Sion day in the house and quite a number 
of bills were passed. The most important 
was the senate bill to amend the general 
pension laws so as to provide for aggre- 
gating disabilities under the act of- 18%, 
without regard to service origin, and to 
increase the net income a widow may be 
possessed of without destroying her right 
to a pension from $9 to $2530. The purpose 
of the bill to modify rulings of the 
pension office in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations of the Grand.-Army of the 
Republic. General Dan Sickles, who is 
a member of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public committee, was on the floor dur- 
ing the consideration of the bill. Many 
members made speeches on the measure, 
and it was passed without a dissenting 
vote. The bill to increase the appropria- 
tion for the national guard from $400,000 
to $1,000,000 was also among those passed. 

Mr. Sulzer, of New York. attempted to 
secure action upon his resolution express- 
ing sympathy with the South African re- 
publics, but was cut off by the speaker. 

Mr. Sulzer first sought recognition be- 
fore the journal had been approved, and 
the speaker ruled him out of order.

Judge Lochren's Decision in the 
Porto Rican Case 


DISTINCTION DRAWN TOO FINE 


Constitution Does Extend Over the 
Island, He Says, 


NATIONAL GOVERNMENT 15 LIMITED 


The Jurist Declares That the New 
Possession Is as Much a Part 
of the United States as 
Is the State of 
Minnesota. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 7.—Judge Lochren 
today filed in the United States circuit 
court his decision on the application of 
Rafael Oritz, a Porto Rican, to be re- 
leased from Minnesota state prison. Ortiz 
was convicted by a military tribunal in 
Porto Rico for the murder of a United 
States soldier and comdemned to death. 
The sentense life im- 
prisonment. 

The application for release was based on 
the claim that the military authorities 
had no jurisdiction over Ortiz, that peace 
had been declared and that he should have 
had a civil trial. 

Judge Lochren refused the application in 
an oral decision Thursday last and today 
filed an exhaustive opinion thereon. 

The decision has evoked great interest 
throughout the country, as it bears large- 
ly on constitutional questions which have 
arisen on the position of Porto Rico as 
a territory of the United States, The de- 
cision states: 

“Our general government was 
by the men of the revolution 
‘ebelled against the arbitrary power as- 
serted by Great Britain to govern her 
outlying colonies at the will of her par- 
liament. They established this govern- 
ment upon the asserted theory that all 
Just powers of BEOoVvernment come [rom 
the consent of the governed. They found- 
ed, as described by President Lincoln in 
language not yet forgotten, ‘a government 
Of the people, by the people, for the peo- 
ple.’ It will be indeed marvelous if it 
made to appear that these men who then 
founded our national government so con- 
structed it that it is capable of ruling with 
unlimited power a subject people who 
have neither guarantees to protect them 
nor any voice in the government. This is 
foreign absolutism—the worst form of 
tyranny. 

“If fhe constitution does not ex- 
tend to Porto Rico and our new ac- 
quisitions of territory, and congress 
has the untrammeled, absolute power 
to establish subject governments or 
make laws for such territories, it has 
the power to establish dependent 
monarchies or satrapies, state re- 
ligions, and even slavery. 


The argument of one of the senators 
referred to, that the last clausa of the 
thirteenth amendment prevents the es- 
tablishment there of slavery. is odviously 
lame and impotent, for if the constitution 
does not extend to those parts of the 
domain of the United States, nor limit

A Remarkable Statement. 

In discussing the question ‘‘What 
Shall America Do With the _ Philip- 
pines?” Justice David G. Brewer makes 
a remarkable contribution to the dis- 
cussion. 2 

It must be remembered in reading 
what Judge Brewer has to say that he 


of the Unifed States supreme court and 
that the opinions which he expresses 
are very likely to be the same which 
he would hold if through any legal pro- 
ceeding the question of colonial land- 
holding should come before the su- 
preme court. It would also give an 
index as to what might be the views of 
the other justices, and thus furnish a 
key to the judicial situation. 

While the discussion into which 
Judge Brewer enters is that of the dis- 
position of the Philippines, he has been 
led into making remarks upon colonial 
eovernment, which ®ecome highly in- 
teresting. The colonfal system he con- 
fesses would be a departure in the his- 
tory of this country, an untried ex- 
periment, because we know not to what 
it might lead. Concerning the holding 
of territory as 2 cotony outside of the 
constitution Judge Brewer declares: 

I object to it because it antagonizes the 
principles upon which this government 
was founded, which have controlled its 
life up to the present time, and the per- 
fection of which has been the hope and 
aspiration of every true American. Those 


| principles were expressed in the declara- 


tion of independence in these words: 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that 
all men are created equal, that they are en- 
their Creator with certain Inallena- 
ble rights, that among these are life, Iberty 
and the pursult of happiness. That to secure 
these rights governments are instituted among 
men, deriving their just powers from the con- 
sent of tM governed.

/ EMILY GEIGER’S RIDE 


FHROUGH THE SWAMPS 


Columbia, S. C., May 7.—(Special.}— 
Where is the grave of Emily Geiger, South 
Carolina’s heroine of the revolution? That 
is a question that cannot be answered, 
although the Sons and Daughters of the 
Revolution have been for several years 
making strenuous efforts to ascertain the 
resting place of this woman, who did so 
much for the cause of liberty. It is known 
that she was buried on a certain road in 
Lexington county, about ten miles from 
Columbia, but the grave is unmarked, and 
whether ft is tin a forest or cultivated field 
is alike unknown. Unable to place a mon- 
ument on her grave, the Columbia chap- 
ter Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, spurred to actién by urgent appeals 
from their New York sisters, have un- 
velled in the state capitol a handsome 
marble tablet bearing the following in- 
scription: 

“In Memory of 
z EMILY we “neem RIDE, 
From South Carolina Daughters American 
Revolution. 
1900.”” 

In the spring of 1781 Ninety-six was 
the most important post in upper Carolina 
held by the British. General Nathaniel 
Greene planned to capture this strongly

She was 
a good horsewoman and she knew the 
for many miles. 

Though in pressing need of 4 messenger, 
General Greene hesitated to send this 
defenseless girl on so perilous a journey, 
but her insistance prevailed. He 
gave written message to Sumter, 
which memorized before beginning 
her journey. 

On the evening of the second day, after 
crossing the Saluda river and when ap- 
proaching the broad Congaree near Co- 
lumbia. three of Rawson's scouts 
peared in the road before her. As 
came from the direction of the enemy 
end gave evasive answers, Emily was 
taken into Lord Rawdon’s presence.

Geiger returned to her home. General 
Greene presented her with a pair of ear- 
rings and a breastpin that are still in 
existence. as is a beautiful silk shawl 
her by -General Lafayette on

Tradition says that when Lafayette paid

Ex-Governor MacCorkle reached the 
city at 5 o'clock yesterday morning and 
was the guest at breakfast and lunch of 
Clark Howell at the latter's home op 
Peachtree.

Governor MacCorkle holds to the belief 
that the negro as a class is on the Up 
grade.

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Assigned t Chattahoochee Brick 
Yards Yesterday, 
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HE BEGINS HIS SENTENCE TODAY 


It Is Not Probable That Indictments 
Now Pending Will Be Tried, 
If They Are Not New 
Trial Will Not Be 
Applied For. 


Thomas J. Hunter, formerly auditor 
of the Atlanta and West Point Rail- 
road Company, who was recently con- 
victed of embezzling the funds of that 
company and sentenced to serve five 
years in the penitentiary, will begin serv- 
ing his sentence this morning. 

He was assigned yesterday morning to 
the brick yards of the Chattahoochee 
Brick Company, on the Chattahoochee 
river, by the prison commission. 

The prison commission took this action 
after being notified by the court that 
there were no reasons why Hunter should 
not begin serving his sentence. 

The ex-auditor was taken out to the 
river yesterday afternoon, his name was 
enrolled on the list of convicts in the 
service of the brick company and he be- 
gan his five years’ term of imprisonment. 

His removal from the Tower yesterday 
afternoon marked the closing chapter in 
what was one of the most sensational and 
surprising embezzlement trials on the 
records of the courts of Fulton county. 

Although the greatest secrecy was ob- 
served by those responsible for Hunter’s 
movements yesterday the news leaked 
out early in the forenoon that he was to 
be removed from the Tower and taken 
to the brick yards on tue river to begin 
serving his sentence. 

As soon as Hunter had been assigned 
the Chattahoochee Brick Company peo- 
ple were called up and notified. 

A message was at once sent to the 
river for Dr. S. H. Green, the prison 
physician, to come in and take charge 
of the prisoner. Dr. Green arrived here 
shortly before 4 o’clock and went direct- 
ly to the Tower. 

Hunter had not been notified that he 
was to be removed, but when Dr. Green 
introduced himself and stated his busi- 
ness, the prisoner expressed no surprise 
nor did he seem unwilling to go. 

“I'll be with you in a minute,”’ he said 
cheerfully, as he set about making a few 
simple preparations for his departure. 

Hunter Leaves the Tower. 

Dr. Green was not at the jail more than 
ten minutes. Hunter was not in the 
least depressed, and before leaving shook 
hands with his jailers and said goodby 
in his usual blithe tones. 

As he stepped out of the Tower door 
with Dr. Green, he drew in a_ great 
breath of fresh air. 

“Ah! It feels good to be out of doors 
again,’’ he said. 

Dr. Green and his prisoner walked 
briskly through Hunter street to Broad 
and up Broad to the offices of the Chat- 
tahoochee Brick Company, Hunter chat- 
ted gayly with his guard all the way. 
He said that he was glad to leave the 
Tower. Confinement and enforced idle- 
ness had become monotonous and irk- 
some and he welcomed the change to an 
active life. 

After leaving the jail Hunter did not 
see any of his friends until he reached 
his destination in Broad street. There 
he found James W. English, Jr., and Dr. 
Willis Westmoreland. The three chatted 
about various things until about 6 o’clock 
when Hunter, Dr. Green and State Trans- 
fer Guard B. H. Pierson left to catch 
the train that would convey them to the 
brickyards at the river. 

Before his departure Hunter was seen 
by a Constitution reporter at the offices 
of the brick company. 

He was seated at a desk In a rear room 
separated by partitions from the main 
office. 

He was leaning slightly forward, his 
elbows on the arms of his chair and his 
fingers interlaced, laughing and talking 
with Dr. Green and Dr. Westmoreland, 
and in evidently the gayest sort of mood. 

He Declined To Talk. 

Hunter arose and shook hands cordial- 
ly with the newspaper man as the latter 
entered the room. 

He was dressed in a light gray suit of 
fashionable cut, and looked as immacu- 
late and well groomed as he ever did in 
his life. 

When asked ff he cared to make a 
statement for publication before he began 
serving his sentence, he said smilingly: 

“No, I haven’t anything to say at all.” 

He declined to be interviewed or ans- 
wer any other questions. 

It is not probable that the other indict- 
ments now pending against Hunter will 
ever be brought to trial. If they are 
not his lawyers will make no effort to 
secure a new trial, and unless he is par- 
doned, Hunter will serve the five years’ 
sentence pronounced when he was found 
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guilty of the charges contained in the 
indictment on which he was tried. 

Robert C. Alston, who, with Judge 
Henry B. Tompkins, defended Hunter 
at his recent trial, did not know that 
Hunter had been removed from the Tow- 
er and taken to the prison camp at the 
river until informed by a Constitution 
reporter. 

When asked if a new trial would be 
applied for, he said: 

“If the state is satisfied to let the mat- 
ter rest here and not bring up the other 
indictments, we are. 


Will Not Ask New Trial. 

Beyond this general statement Mr. A)- 
ston declined to say anything. He left 
it to be inferred, however, that if the 
other cases were not brought to trial no 
effort would be made to secure a new 
trial for Hunter or prevent his serving 
out the sentence imposed by the court. 

According to Mr. Alston seven indict- 
ments, in all, were found against his 
client. On the first one he was tried and 
found guilty and of the remainder three 
were merged into the others, leaving 
three “‘live’’ indictments pending. 

In the first of these it is alleged that 
Hunter appropriated $4,000 from the 
West Point, Ga., office of the Western 
Rallway of Alabama. 

In the second one it is alleged that he 
took $1,096 from the Kimball house office 
of the Atlanta and West Point railroad. 

The third indictment alleges that Hun- 
ter embezzled $2,375 in what is known as 
the Barnard check transaction. 

It is believed that Hunter's lawyers 
will receive assurances before May 30th, 
which will be the last day that a new 
trial can,be applied for, that these cases 
will not be brought to trial. 

James W, English, Jr., said yesterday 
afternoon: 

‘“‘Hunter has told me that he was pre- 
pared to go to work and serve out his 
sentence faithfully. He will not be al- 
lowed any privileges not allowed the 


other prisoners, but will fare just as they | 


do. } 


“‘He. will be put to work in the yards 
checking freight and cars as they are 
received and in addition will do some 
work on the books. No exception of any 
kind will be made for him, and I do not 
believe that he cares to have any favors 
shown him. He has expressed himself 
in the most philosophical way about his 
imprisonment and seems disposed to 
make the best of his lot.”

Aguinaldo Is Again in the Field Ready 
for Battle. 


INSURGENT ARMY GROWING 


American Commander Calls for Re- 
enforcements. 


THE FILIPINOS ARE SHOWING FIGH 


Troops Are Kept Busy Repelling At- 
tacks by Bands of the 
Islanders. 


Manila, May 7.—Telegrams received

here today from General 
that Aguinaldo has rejoined 


| general, Tino, in the north, and that they 


have reassembled qa considerable force in 
the mountejns. General Young desires to 
Strike them before the sains. and asks 
for re-enfotcements. The tenor of the 
dispatches indicates that General Young 
is confident that Aguinuldo ‘s with Tino, 
and it is presumed they are pianning to 
resume fighting during the rains. 

Company F, of the Forty-seventh regi- 
ment, met and routed a band of the enemy 
between leguspi and Riago, province of 
Albay, April 1éth. Iwo Americans were 
killed and five were wounded, Including 
two officers. The Filipinos lost heavily. 

The conditicns around legaspi and Sor- 
sogon are reported to be continually dis- 
turbed. 

Two rebel attacks on the American gar- 
risons in the Visayan islands recently 
have resulted in the killing of 280 of the 
enemy and the wounding of two Amer- 
icans. 

At daybreak May Ist, 400 rebels, 10) of 
them armed with rifles, attacked Catar- 
man, in northern Saonar, in the vicinity 
| of Cutubig. Company F, of the [Forty- 
third regimert, was garrisoning the place. 
The enemy built trenches on the outskirts 
of the town during the night and fired 
volleys persistently into it until the 
Americans, charging the trenches, scat- 
tered the Filipinos and killed 155 of them. 
‘Two Americans were wounded; This at- 
tack was precipitated by the enemy’s re- 
cent successful fight at Catubig. The gar- 
rison of Catarman has been removed to 
the seaport of La Guan. 

A force of Filipinos, estimated to num- 
ber 200 men, armed with rifles and 600 
armed with bolos, and operating four 
muzzle-loading cannon, attacked Jaro, on 
Leyte island, April 15th, which place was 
garrisoned by twenty-five men of com- 
pany B, of the Forty-third regiment, Lieu- 
tenant Estes commanding. Estes ieft 
fifteen men to protect the town, and with 
the remaining ten men he advanced on 
the enemy, in two squads, sheltered by 
the ridges south of the town, whence they 
stood off the Filipinos for three hours. 
Then twenty armed members of the local 
police force sallied out to help Estes’s 
Americans. The latter, with the police, 
charged the enemy, and together they dis- 
persed the Filipinos, and after the fight 
was over, buried 125 of them. There were 
no American casualties.

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The Atlanta City Federation of Wo- 
men's organizations nict in the Atlanta 
Woman's Club yesterday afternoon. 

The meeting was a distinctly interest- 
ing one, the delesates representing an 
Qrganized body of 2,000 ef Atlanta's most 
prominent women. 

Twenty-three different organizations 
were represented at the meeting, which 
in its various interesting features, indl- 
cated the strength of organized effort 
and the enormous amount of good being 
accomplished by Atlanta women in va- 
rious philanthropic lines. 

Mrs. Julius L. Brown, under whose 
leadership the federation was organized 
last year, presided at yesterday’s mect- 
ing and the conduct of the meeting and 
the results of the organization as shown 
by the reports of the officers indicate 
her strength as a leader of women, her 
executive ability and judgment. 

Although a great deal of excellent work 
has been accomplished by the city fed- 
eration in every line, their principal effort 
has been in the interest of the reforma- 
tory for juvenile criminals.

The principal work of the year occupying the 
attention of the asscciation has been the re- 
formatory movement.

This report cannot be. closed without tributes 
to our president and vice president.

Who better knows the president than the 
recording. secretary of an organization.

Mrs, Brown Declines Re-election; 
Mrs. Patillo Is Elected 


At the annual election of the city Fed- 
eration of Clubs held yesterday afternoon 
Mrs. Julius Brown, the efficient president, 
declined re-election. ‘Mrs. W. P. Pattillo, 
who is recognized as one of the leading 
spirits in the organization of the movye- 
ment and who is one of the most justly 
popular women in Atlanta, was unani- 
mously elected to the office. 

Mrs. Nellie Peters Black was unani- 
mous.y elected vice president and Mrs. 
Eustace Speer and Mrs. Joseph Moody 
were elected secretary and tteasurer by 
unanimous consent. Mrs, Brown’s address 
to the federation was made with charm- 
ing grace and effect as follows: 

A little more than a year ago a city federa- 
tion was organized in Atlanta, amid much en- 
thusiasm and some shaking of heads. What 
was it to do anyway? 

The olf stock objections were furbishea up. 
“Too many clubs now!” ‘Women running 
about neglecting their horres!’’ Even that 
time-honored scarecrow, ‘‘Woman’s sphere,’’ 
was brought out of retirement again. That 
“‘woman’s sphere."’ Who knows just where or 
what it. is! 

There was once a ‘rile who thought it lay 
in a single room in a hoarding house, and for 
love’s sweet sake d:d not complain at the small- 
ness of her kingdom. But, dear ine! he ruled 
there, too. His taste decided all things from 
the shape of the poker ta the style of her hats. 
He cheerfully took charge of her opinions, 
also. 

As he was a du!l man and sho but the echo 
of a dull man, they had a dull time of it and 
shed dullness around them. Nowhere in the 
Bible we love do we find that we are relieved 
of individual] responsibility—each human being 
must choose his or her own sphere; and to 
choose intelligently must be educated.

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One year of club work is a necessity to a 
finished education these days—like going 
abroad. More than this, a gentleman in this 
city says every household owes a tax of s0 
much work for the publie govl, and as he js 
busy making the living his wife must do it for 
their establishment. 

There is much talk about trusts just now, and 
timid souls see the country going to the dogs 
as they have alwuys done. Certain it is that 
trusts, like women’s clubs, are simpiy in the 
nature of our social and industrial condi- 
tions. Another giant growth is the Federation 
of Labor. Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, is a big man 
in himself. and what he stands for perhaps 
outweighs several Vanderbilts. At the recent 
meeting of the Georgia Federation of Labor, 
in Augusta, they put one plank in their plat- 
form which certainly we club women must 
approve. Section & of .hat platform says: 
‘‘And equal pay to women for eyual work per- 
formed with men.’’ 

Federations of labor! women’s clubs! thou- 
Sands of toilers! thousands of dependents. 
Perhaps these may keep alive the democratic 
ideal and offset the trusts—the many littles 
balancing and holding in check the few 
Zreat. 

It is not strange that women: in their sur- 
prise that they can Successfully transact busi- 
ness should slightly overdo things and write 
business letters almost rude in their brevity. 
There isn’t really any reason why these let- 
ters should not be gracious and even smell of 
violet sachet. 

Then, too, we are occasionally slightly too 
parliamentary with the best intentions in 
the world. We don’t know enough yet to be 
simple. 

Surely a little of the manner of the salon 
is becoming to creatures who wear rings and 
ruffies. We have demonstrated that the way 
to learn how to do things is to do them. 
We do all sorts of things. 

If our ways are sometimes 
picturesquely calls devious, 
Short cuts.
